or labor who recognize and sympa- 
thize with the ampliations nnd aims 
of organized labor; and 
from 
this 


staiiclpoi.it of vantage we think yon 
may bo able to render enduring ser- 
vice to the country in a tio'd not sec- 
ond in influence to any other." 


Mitchell Makes Reply. 


Mr. Mitchc.l accaptcd Mr. Low's of- 


fer in the following letter: 


"I desire to thank you for the oppor- 


tunity thus opened to me to develop, 
so far as lies in my power, a relation- 
ship between employers and working- 
men which will conduce to their mu- 
tual interest, and at the same timo 
protect public welfare by the promo- 
tion of industrial peace. 


"The trade agreement is not a spec- 


ulative, untried theory; on the con- 
trary, it is the recognized method 
through which wages and conditionsof 
employment 
are 
regulated between 


workmen and employers in many of 
the most important industries of the 
interdependence of labor and capital: 
it gives to workingmen an interest lu 
tiic successful conduct of business 
and guarantees to employois and em- 
ployes alike long periods of industrial 
peace, an assurance that can not be 
givqp through any other agency. Tho 
maintenance and extension of this 
'system of regulating condition.-, of em- 
ployment should meet with the appro- 
bation of .-'.II forces iq society solicit- 
ous "for industrial peace on a basis 
equitable to the workingmen and to 
their employers."
